TUBERCULOSIS. 


At  the  end  of  1952  there  were  121  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
on  the  Register  (72  male  and  49  female)  In  the  Non-Pulmonary  section  there 
were  36  cases  (19  male  and  18  female) 

For  some  time  now  it  has  been  felt  that  these  figures  did  not  reflect 
the  true  position  with  regard  to  Tuberculosis  in  the  Area  and  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  Tuberculosis  Welfare  Officer  working  from  Stafford, 
investigations  have  been  made  regarding  the  many  old  cases  on  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Register.  As  a  result  of  these  investigations  it  has  been  possible 
to  remove  .a  considerable  number  of  the  cases,  either  through  deaths  or 
removal  to  other  districts.  The  total  known  cases  remaining  on  the 
Register  at  the  end  of  1953  are  as  follows*.

The  above  table  shows  the  number  of  properties  connected  to  main  water 
supplies  during  the  year,  as  a  result  of  action  taken  by  the  Council  under 
Section  138  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  and  Section  30  of  the  Water  Act, 
1945. 

The  last  column  in  the  table  indicates  the  number  of  dwellings  where  the 
Council  arranged  for  the  work  required  by  statutory  notice  to  be  carried  out 
the  Owners  (or  Agents)  having  failed  to  make  the  connections  within  the  time 
limit  given  in  the  notice.  In  such  cases  the  Local  Authority  may  have  the 
work  carried  out  themselves  and  may  recover  the  cost  of  the  work  involved  up 
to  a  maximum  of  £20.  In  view  of  this  statutory  limit,  fixed  in  1936,  and  which 
has  to  bo  quoted  on  the  formal  notice,  owners  generally  find  it  more  economical 
to  ignore  the  notice  and  wait  for  the  Council  to  provide  the  connection. 
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Details  of  the  costs  of  the  water  connections  made  in  default  during  the 
year  arc  given  below.  These  connections  wore  made  by  direct  labour,  ex¬ 
cept  that  the  communication  pipes  in  the  highways  wore  laid  by  the 
Staffordshire  Potteries  Vfeter  Board  in  accordance  with  their  regulations.

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Eastern  Areas  Supply  Scheme. 

The  extension  to  the  Eastern  Parishes  Water  Supply  Scheme  to  serve 
the  areas  known  as  Stone  Heath,  Sharpley  Heath,  Coton  Hayes  and  Milwich 
together  with  the  extension  from  Hilderstone  to  serve  the  villages  of 
Sandon  and  Burston  is  still  under  review.  The  extension  to  serve  the 
villages  of  Moddershall  and  Knenhall  has  had  to  be  abandoned  for  the 
time  being  due  to  high  cost  and  lack  of  guaranteed  revenues  from  the 
agricultural  consumers. 


Eccleshall  Extension  Scheme. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  connecting  farms  and 
dwelling  houses  to  these  mains  extensions  but  a  considerable  number  of 
properties  have  still  to  be  connected. 

Yarnfield  Water  Supply. 

This  scheme  is  still  being  considered,  but  it  is  hoped  that  final 
approval  will  shortly  be  given  for  this  proposal.  At  the  present  time 
the  village  is  still  relying  upon  the  stand  pipe  supply. 

Aston  Water  Supply. 

Due  to  the  high  cost  of  providing  this  scheme  and  the  deficiency  in 
revenue  anticipated  from  this  supply,  the  scheme  has  had  to  be  abandoned.

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SEVJERAGE. 


Barlaston  Parish* 

On  the  whole  this  parish  is  well  served  by  main  drainage  in¬ 
corporating  the  village  of  Barlaston  and  part  of  Rough  Close,  and 
apart  from  the  outlying  farms  and  cottages  which  are  served  by  septic 
tanks  and  cesspools,  all  the  dwelling  houses  have  water  closets  and 
are  connected  to  the  main  drainage  system. 

Chebsev  Parish. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  on  the  conversion  of  the  earth  closets 
to  water  closets  and  the  connection  to  the  purification  works  at  Norton 
Bridge,  and  all  the  properties  which  are  able  to  connect  to  this  drainage 
system  have  now  been  completed. 

Eccle shall  Parish. 

The  question  of  renewing  the  pumping  apparatus  at  the  Eccle shall  Sewage 
Pumping  Station  is  being  considered  as  an  urgent  matter  particularly  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  housing  development  is  taking  place  in  Eccleshall. 

Fulford  Parish. 

The  question  of  main  drainage  for  the  Meir  Heath  District  com¬ 
prising  Sandon  Road,  Grindley  Lane,  Hilder stone  Road  and  Birkholme  Drive 
is  still  receiving  careful  consideration  by  the  Council. 

The  main  drainage  system  known  as  the  Blythe  Valley  Scheme  which  will 
serve  the  Uttoxeter  Road  and  the  lower  section  of  Grindley  Lane  and  the 
housing  development  in  that  area  is  now  nearing  completion,  and  the 
Council  are  considering  the  question  of  connections  from  the  Stallington 
Hall  Mental  Hospital,  the  Simplex  Factory  and  the  internal  drainage  systems 
to  the  housing  estates  in  that  area. 

Swvnnerton  Parish. 

The  village  of  Tittensor  and  that  part  of  Trentham  which  is  within 
the  Rural  District  are  adequately  sewered  and  conversion  schemes  have 
been  c  arried  out  in  the  Tittensor  area  and  are  now  completed. 

The  scheme  which  was  prepared  by  the  Consulting  Engineers  for  the 
main  drainage  in  Northwood  Lane,  Whitmore  Road  and  Newcastle  Road,  Clayton 
has  been  left  in  abeyance. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Refuse  Collection. 


Refuse  collection  is  still  being  maintained  as  a  fortnightly  one  and 
the  Council  are  still  only  operating  three  vehicles,  although  the  amount  of 
refuse  v^ich  is  being  collected  and  the  rounds  are  constantly  being  increased 
to  accommodate  additional  housing  development, 
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Since  the  last  annual  report  a  combined  cesspool  and  gully  emptier 
has  been  placed  on  order  for  the  purpose  of  instituting  an  extension  to 
the  night  soil  collection  over  and  above  that  for  the  properties  in  the 
Township  of  Eccle shall  which  cannot  be  sewered.  In  addition  a  service 
for  the  emptying  of  private  septic  tanks  and  cesspools  has  also  been 
introduced. 

Refuse  Tips. 

The  Council  are  still  continuing  to  operate  three  refuse  tips.

CONVERSIONS  TO  WATER  CLOSETS. 


The  following  action  was  taken  during  the  year  to  secure  the  conversion 
of  closets  other  than  water  closets  to  water  closets  in  accordance  with 
Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936. 

Barlaston  Parish. 

Two  statutory  notices  were  served  under  the  above  section  requiring 
the  conversion  of  earth  closets  (privies)  to  water  closets,  and  that  the 
Council  should  do  the  work.  One  conversion  was  completed  by  a  contractor 
hired'  by  the  Council  and  the  other  by  direct  labour. 

Chebsev  Parish. 

Thirty  three  statutory  notices  were  served  under  the  above  section 
requiring  the  conversion  of  pan  closets  at  twenty  five  dwellings  and  duckets 
(waste  water  closets)  at  eight  dwellings  in  Norton  Bridge  where  sewers  and 
water  supply  were  available.  This  work  wa.s  carried  out  on  behalf  of  the 
Council  in  seven  cases  by  a  contractor  employed  by  the  Council  and  in  the 
others  by  direct  labour.  In  addition,  conveniences  on  the  water  carriage 
system  was  provided  at  the  public  house  by  the  Brewery  Company  but  no  con-

tribution  was  payable  by  the  Council  under  the  Section  47  of  the  Public 
Health  Act  1936.  Conversion  to  water  closet  at  one  property  remains  to 
bo  carried  out  but  this  is  held  in  abeyance  by  reason  of  a  proposal  by 
the  owners  to  carry  out  improvement  works  for  which  they  intend  to  make 
application  for  Improvement  Grant  under  the  Housing  Act  1949, 

Eccle shall  Parish. 


Twelve  statutory  notices  were  served  during  the  year  requiring  con¬ 
version  of  pan  and  earth  closets  to  water  closets  in  the  Township  of 
Eccleshall.  Together  with  eleven  cases  outstanding  at  the  end  of  1952 
these  were  completed  making  a  total  of  twenty  three  conversions  in  all. 
In  order  that  four  of  these  conversions  could  be  carried  out  two  short 
sewer  extensions  were  authorised,  one  in  Cross  Butts  and  the  other  in 
Green  Lane,  Eccleshall,  These  extensions  were  completed  at  a  cost  of 
£371. 


These  conversions  completed  the  programme  for  the  Eccleshall  Township 
those  properties  remaining  on  the  night  soil  collection  cannot  be  connected 
to  any  sewers.  They  were  carried  out  as  follows;  eleven  on  behalf  of  the 
Council  by  contract,  seven  by  contract  following  the  default  of  the  owner 
in  the  case  where  he  \ms  required  to  do  the  work,  and  the  remaining  five 
by  contractors  on  behalf  of  owners.

It  should  be  noted  that  where  the  Council  require  conversion  to  water 
closets  in  cases  where  water  supply  and  sewers  are  available  within  100  feet 
of  the  premises  they  are  required  to  contribute  one  half  of  the  cost  of  the 
reasonable  expenses  of  carrying  out  the  work  where  they  require  the  owners 
to  arrange  for  the  conversion  and  in  cases  where  they  intimate  that  they  will 
make  the  conversions  they  are  empowered  to  recover  one  half  of  the  reasonable 
cost  of  the  work.  It  will  be  realised  that  the  costs  for  each  conversion  can 
vary  considerably  having  regard  to  whether  new  structures  have  to  be  built, 
the  amount  of  alteration  necessary  to  existing  structures  vrhere  these  are 
convenient  for  use,  and  the  amount  of  water  service  and  drainage  required 
to  be  constructed.  In  many  cases  it  is  more  reasonable  to  build  new 
structures  with  short  lengths  of  water  service  and  drains  than  convert  the 
existing  closet  buildings  which  are  often  situated  at  the  bottom  of  long 
gardens.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Slaughter  Houses  and  Meat  Inspection. 

As  stated  in  my  previous  annual  reports  all  animals,  the  food  of  which 
is  intended  for  human  consumption,  are  slaughtered  at  the  i'^linistry  of  Food 
Central  Slaughterhouse  at  Stone.  Meat  Inspection,  therefore,  is  carried 
out  by  the  officers  of  the  Stone  Urban  District  Council. 

Meat  lias  been  inspected  at  Butcher’s  shops  and  it  vjas  found  necessary 
to  issued  certificates  in  respect  of  the  following  quantities  of  meat 
which  were  found  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  voluntarily  surrendered 
by  the  butcher’s  concerned^ 

Beef  -  27 lbs.  (bruised,  bone  taint  or  brine  taint) 

Mutton  -  28  lbs.  (abcesses) 

The  meat  was  collected  and  processed  by  a  manufacturer  of  animals

These  are  the  only  premises  Re gisterable  under  this  Section. 
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manner. 


Ice-Cream. 


During  the  year  9  premises  were  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale 
of  ice-cream,  making  a  total  of  39  by  the  end  of  the  year  but  Ice-cream 
was  not  on  sale  at  eight  of  these  premises. 

There  is  still  only  one  factory  within  the  district  where  ice-cream 
is  manufactured  for  consumption  in  other  districts,  and  regular  inspections 
have  been  made  of  the  premises.  The  plant  is  operating  satisfactorily,  but 
delivery  of  recording  theremometers  for  fitting  to  the  ageing  vats  was 
still  awaited  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Sampling.  Samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  at  regular  intervals  during  the 
"season"  covering  the  six  months  from  April  to  September.  The  following 
table  gives  a  summary  of  results  of  the  bacteriological  examination  of 
the  samples.

Owing  to  the  numerous  factors  giverning  the  hygienic  quality  of  ice¬ 
cream,  it  is  unwise  to  pay  too  much  attention  to  the  bacteriological  re¬ 
sults  on  any  single  sample.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  recommends 
that  judgment  should  be  jiased  on  a  series  of  samples  and  that  over  a  six- 
monthly  period,  30%  of  a  vendor’s  samples  should  fall  into  Grade  1,  80% 
into  Grades  1  and  2,  not  more  than  20%  into  Grado  3>  and  none  into  Grade  4* 

The  Grade  3  samples  were  of  pre-packed  ice-cream  and  obtained  from 
one  retailer  (one  manufacturer  only  being  involved).  Investigations  did 
no  produce  any  evidence  of  factors  at  the  retailers  premises  which  might 
have  affected  the  ice-cream.  Enquiries  of  the  authority  in  whose  area 
the  ice-cream  was  manufactured  showed  that  the  ice  cream  is  manufactured 
under  hygienic  conditions  and  that  samples  taken  by  their  officers  gave 
good  revsults.  Other  samples  from  this  retailer,  the  only  one  in  the 
District  selling  this  make  of  ice-cream  resulted  in  two  samples  in  grade  1 
and  two  in  grade  2. 

The  grade  4  sample  was  of  pre-packed  ice-cream  also  from  a  different 
source.  Similar  investigations  were  made  at  the  shop  and  of  the  local 
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authority  in  whoso  aroa  tho  ico  crean  was  nanufacturod,  but  again  this 
result  could  not  be  accounted  for.  Further  samples  taken  from  this  re¬ 
tailer  were  placed  in  Grade  1. 

During  the  year  a^inunber  of  mobile  vans  used  for  the  retailing  of  ice¬ 
cream  within  the  District  have  been  inspected  and  were  found  to  be  satis¬ 
factorily  operated.

It  will  be  observed  that  this  list  varies  from  the  food  premises 
itemised  under  the  Shops  Act  1930  report  but  it  should  be  noted  that  for 
the  purposes  of  that  report  tho  Principal  businesses  only  are  listed,  for 
in  some  cases  the  sale  of  foodstuffs  are  subsidiary  businesses,  e.g.  in 
the  case  of  Post  Offices  or  Newsagents. 

A  total  of  232  inspections  were  carried  out  at  food  premises  during  the 
year,  and  every  effort  has  been  made  to  improve  the  standard  of  food  hygiene 
in  the  District.  The  inspections  have  concentrated  upon  improving  con¬ 
ditions  at  food  premises  and  a  great  improvement  has  been  experienced. 
However  an  amo'unt  of  work  still  remains  to  be  done  in  this  connection,  but 
nevertheless,  the  results  obtained  during  the  year  have  been  encouraging, 
and  have  been  mainly  as  a  rosult  of  informal  action  by  this  Department,  and 
voluntary  improvements  by  owners  and  occupiers.  The  occupiers  of  the 
food  premises  have  been  very  co-operative  on  the  whole  and  it  is  pleasing 
to  note  that  a  nujnber  have  come  to  tliis  Department  for  advice  prior  to 
carrying  out  improvement  works  and  the  like. 

A  concentration  has  been  made  in  respect  of  public  houses,  and  im¬ 
provements  affected  with  regard  to  washing  up  facilities,  structural  de¬ 
fects  and  other  matters  from  the  point  of  view  of  hygiene,  including  pro¬ 
vision  of  adequate  Sanitary  Accommodation. 
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the  need  for  hygienic  handling  of  food,  a  number  of  posters  obtained  from 
the  Ministry  of  Health  on  the  subject  of  "Poisoned  Food"  were  supplied 
to  larger  catering  establishments.

There  are  still  two  licensed  Knacker’s  Yards  in  regular  use  within 
the  Rural  District,  One  of  these  is  without  a  proper  and  adequate  supply 
of  water,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  premises  will  improve  when  the  proposed 
water  main  extension  to  pass  this  property  is  completed.  The  occupier  has 
guaranteed  to  connect  his  premises  to  this  proposed  water  main.

The  figures  in  brackets  indicate  the  numbers  of  Dairy  Farms  in  operation 
in  1952. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  table  records  an  increase  during  1953  of  23 
herds  producing  milk  in  respect  of  which  the  special  designation  "tuberculin 
tested"  may  be  used^,  and  comprises  20  attested  and  3  non-attested  herds.  During 
the  year  17  non-attested  herds  became  attested  under  the  Ministry  of  Agri¬ 
culture  and  Fisheries  scheme. 

Distributors  and  Dairies. 

The  Council  is  the  Registration  Authority  for  dairymen  other  than 
Dairy  Farmers  (Distributors)  and  for  dairies  other  than  dairy  farmsj  i.e. 
non  producer  retailers  and  their  premises.  21  dairjnnen  have  been 
registered  as  Distributors  within  the  Stone  Rural  District  as  follows:

Special  Designations.

%utine  samples  of  milk  are  taken  by  the  Sampling  Officers  of  the 
Staffordshire  County  Council  who  forward  copies  of  the  reports  on  the 
examination  of  the  samples  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  to  this  Council.

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Notes  on  the  foregoing  table . 

The  Methylene  Blue  Test  is  the  statutory  bacteriological  test  for  Accredited, 
Tuberculin  Tested  and  Pasteurised  Millc.  Non-Designated  niilks  are  submitted 
to  this  test  as  for  the  raw  Designated  milks  since  there  is  no  statutory 
test  laid  dom  in  the  Regulations.  Sterilised  Milk  is  submitted  to  the 
statutory  turbidity  test.  In  addition  Pasteurised  Milk  is  submitted  to 
phosphatase  and  phenol  phthalein  tests  and  the  samples  referred  to  above 
with  one  exception  which  is  referred  to  later  in  the  report  passed  these 
examinations. 

+  The  results  of  two  of  the  failures  are  of  doubtful  significance  due  to  the 
high  atmospheric  shade  temperature  on  the  days  of  the  examinations.

Samples  are  taken  also  by  the  Birmingham  Public  Health  Department  upon 
the  arrival  at  dairies  in  Birmingham  of  milk  supplied  by  wholesale  producers 
farming  in  the  Stone  Rural  District,  but  only  notifications  of  samples  positive 
to  tuberculosis  are  received  by  this  Authority  through  the  County  Health 
Department. 

The  County  Health  Department  notifies  the  failures  to  pass  the  bacterio¬ 
logical  examinations  of  raw  milk  to  the  Milk  Regulations  Department  of  the 
County  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  and  officers  of  that  Department  visit 
the  farms  conce-'^ned  and  give  such  remedial  advice  as  may  be  found  necessary. 

The  failures  of  Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  milks  to  pass  the  statutory  test 
are  notified  to  the  authorities  in  whose  areas  the  milks  are  processed.  In 
the  event  of  failure  to  pass  the  statutory  tests  on  milk  bottled  by  retail 
distributors,  officers  of  this  department  visit  the  dairyman  concerned,  but 
action  under  this  heading  has  been  unnecessary  during  the  year  under  review, 
since  failures  have  been  confined  to  distributors  who  receive  their  milk  in 
bottles  from  the  farmers  or  processors.  However,  if  such  action  had  been 
necessary  there  is  the  disadvantage  of  not  knomng  X'/hether  the  particular 
milk  which  failed  the  test  was  satisfactory  on  arrival  at  the  dairy. 

As  reported  in  the  notes  above,  one  of  the  samples  of  pasteurised  milk 
taken  for  bacteriological  examination  failed  to  pass  the  phosphatase  test 
and  a  trace  of  phenol  phthalein  was  present.  This  sample  was  taken  from  a 
pasteurised  bulk  supply  after  bottling  by  a  producer-retailer,  and  the  result 
indicated  either  faulty  pasteurisation  or  contamination  vdth  raw  milk.  A 
visit  was  made  to  the  farm  and  it  was  admitted  by  the  farmer  that  on  the  day 
in  question,  pasteurised  milk  had  been  bottled  after  the  raw  milk  produced 
on  the  farm  and  that  the  apparatus  had  not  been  cleansed  between  the  bottlings. 

A  written  warning  was  issued  therefore,  in  respect  of  this  contravention  of 
the  dealer's  licence  authorising  the  use  of  the  Special  Designation  "Pasteurised 

Where  samples  are  found  to  be  positive  to  Tuberculosis  the  County  Health 
Department  notifies  the  Local  Authorities  concerned  and  the  Divisional 
Veterinary  Officer,  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  by  telephone 
immediately  and  confirmation  in  writing  is  despatched  the  same  day.  An 
Officer  of  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Department  visits  the  farm  concerned 
and  inspects  the  herd.  He  issues  an  interim  certificate  stating  the  action 
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taken  by  him  and,  if  applicable,  his  recommendations  regarding  service  of 
Notice  under  Regulation  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949*  A 
final  certificate  follows  when  the  herd  can  be  certified  non- tuberculous. 

In  view  of  the  lapse  of  six  or  seven  weeks  between  the  date  a  sample  is  taken 
for  biological  examination  and  the  receipt  of  result,  your  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  awaits  the  Veterinary  Officer’s  Report  before  taking  action  under 
the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  since  it  is  possible  that  alterations  may 
occur  in  the  herd  concerned  during  that  time  and  that  the  Veterinary  Officer 
may  be  able  to  eliminate  the  affected  animals. 

In  addition  to  the  six  positive  samples  referred  to  in  the  foregoing 
table  one  sample  taken  in  late  1952,  one  sample  taken  at  a  dairy  in  another 
part  of  Staffordshire  and  two  samples  taken  in  Birmingham  were  found  to  be 
positive  to  biological  tests  for  tuberculosis  during  the  year.  Six  notices 
were  served  under  Regulation  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1949 
requiring  the  heat  treatment  of  the  milk  before  sale  to  the  public,  and  by 
the  end  of  the  year,  five  had  been  withdrawn  when  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  was  satisfied  that  the  herds  concerned  were  non- tuberculous,  the 
final  certificates  of  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  having  been  re¬ 
ceived.  The  sixth  notice  was  still  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year.  In 
the  remaining  four  cases  such  action  was  not  necessary,  one  as  a  result  of 
the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer’s  report  on  the  interim  certificate,  and 
the  remainder  by  reason  of  the  milk  being  sold  wholesale  to  dairies  for 
Pasteurisation.  One  notice  outstanding  at  the  end  of  1952  was  withdrawn 
early  in  the  year,  though  further  action  was  necessary  in  connection  with 
this  herd  later  in  1953.  Another  herd  gave  milk  which  v’as  positive  to 
tuberculosis  twice  in  the  year  under  review,  but  in  view  of  the  second 
occurrence  this  farmer  gave  up  his  small  retail  sale  and  all  the  milk  pro¬ 
duced  from  his  herd  was  sold  wholesale  for  Pasteurisation. 

During  the  year,  eight  positive  results  to  biological  examination  for 
Brucella  abortus  were  notified  to  this  Council,  one  from  the  City  of  Stoke- 
on-Trent.  As  a  result  two  farmers  gave  up  their  small  retail  sales  volun¬ 
tarily,  and  another  made  arrangements  to  supply  his  retail  dairyman  from 
another  source  while  his  herd  was  examined  and  the  offending  cow  ascertained 
whereupon  he  arranged  for  the  milk  from  this  cow  to  be  included  in  his  milk 
supplied  wholesale  for  Pasteurisation.  Three  notices  under  Regu3.ation  20 
of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1949  were  served  and  were  withdrawn  on 
the  results  of  direct  culture  tests  on  individual  cow  samples  being  received. 
In  two  cases,  the  farmers  undertook  to  keep  milk  from  offending  cows  separate 
'  from  retail  milk  and  wholesaled  with  the  bulk  supplies  going  to  pasteurisers. 

A  third  farmer  gave  up  his  school  and  retail  milk  sales  altogether.  In  one 
case,  a  notice  under  Regulation  20  was  in  force  already  in  respect  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  and  such  action  \ra.s  therefore,  unnecessary  in  respect  of  this  infec¬ 
tion.  A  further  bulk  sample  from  this  herd  gave  a  negative  result  to  Brucella 
abortus  at  about  the  same  time  as  the  certification  that  the  herd  was  non- 
tuberculous  and  it  was  unnecessary  for  any  further  action  in  connection  with 
the  Brucella  infection.  In  the  remaining  case,  a  producer-retailer  from  a 
neighbouring  authority  was  concerned  the  sample  halving  been  procured  in  this 
district.  After  consultation  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  that 
Area  and  the  circumstances  of  the  case  action  under  Regulation  20  was  found 
to  be  unnecessary.  The  following  Designations  of  milk  were  affected. 
Undesignated-  2;  Tuberculin  Tested-  2;  and  Accredited-  4* 
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SHOPS  ACT  1930. 


POWERS  ALLOC..TED  UNDER  THE  ACT  TO  THIS  COUNCIL . 

Ventilation,  Temperature  and  Sanitary  Conveniences.  This  Council  is  the 
authority  for  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  Section  33  of  the 
Shops  Act,  1950  relating  to  ventilation  and  temperature  in,  and  sanitary 
conveniences  provided  for,  shops  as  the  "Sanitary  Authority"  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Act,  These  provisions  are  not  the  subject  of  the  powers 
delegated  to  this  Council  by  the  Staffs.  County  Council  by  agreement. 

The  number  of  inspections  are  quoted  in  the  report  under  the  heading 
of  delegated  powers. 

Some  contraventions  exist  in  respect  of  ventilation  and  temperature 
at  some  shops  but  no  action  could  be  taken  since  the  occupiers  concerned 
do  not  employ  assistants. 

An  informal  notice  requiring  provision  of  a  sanitary  convenience  to  a 
shop  made  to  "lock-up"  was  complied  with.  This  shop  had  previously  formed 
part  of  a  dwelling  house  with  shop  unit  and  as  a  result  of  the  alteration 
to  the  property  with  change  of  occupation  in  respect  of  the  shop,  the 
existing  sanitary  accommodation  had  not  been  made  available  to  the  new 
occupier  and  staffs. 

One  certificate  of  exemption  was  issued  during  the  year  in  respect  of 
provision  of  sanitary  conveniences..  Two  certificates  were  withdrawn,  one 
on  the  closure  of  a  business  and  the  other  in  the  case  of  a  shop  where 
separate  sanitary  accommodation  had  been  provided.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
six  certificates  were  in  force. 

Powers  delegated  by  the  Staffs.  County  Council. 

With  the  exception  of  powers  to  make  orders  suspending  or  altering 
general  closing  hours,  the  Staffs.  County  Council  have  delegated  by  agree¬ 
ment  all  their  powers  under  the  Act.  In  accordance  with  this  agreement 
the  following  report  for  1953  was  submitted  to  that  Council. 


Shops  Act  1950. 

In  accordance  v/ith  the  delegated  powers  agreement,  I  beg  to  submit 
the  annual  report  for  the  year,  1953,  as  follows: 

During  the  year  199  routine  visits  were  carried  out  under  the  Act 
and  with  the  exception  of  dwelling  houses  used  for  Sub-Post  Office 
Business  only,  all  premises.'  have  been  inspected. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  majority  of  the  shops  are  occupied  with 
dwelling  accommodation  and  only  23  shops  are  not  occupied  with  dwelling 
accommodation.  The  following  table  analyses  by  principal  businesses 
the  total  number  of  shops  in  the  Stone  Rural  District.

Hours  of  Closing. 

(a)  Early  Closing  Days. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  shops  (not  being  shops 
exempted)  closing  at  or  before  1  p.m.  on  the  days  shown.

Where  necessary,  action  has  been  taken  to  enforce  the  display  of 
notices  specifying  the  weekly  half  day  in  accordance  with  Section  1  (3) 
of  the  Act. 

(b)  General  Closing  Hours. 

The  general  closing  hours  applicable  to  the  various  shops  appeared 
to  be  generally  observed.  In  one  instance  it  was  necessary  to  remind  an 
occupier  of  the  provisions  relating  to  closing  hours  and  compliance  with 
the  Act  was  obtained. 

( c )  Sunday  Trading. 

The  provisions  of  the  Act  relative  to  Sunday  Trading  are  observed 
and  there  are  no  partial  exemptions  orders  in  force.  No  shops  are  registered 
in  connection  with  the  observance  by  the  occupiers  of  the  Jewish  Sabbath. 
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Conditions  of  Emplo-yment. 

(a)  Statutory  Half -Holiday*  etc.. 


As  far  as  could  be  ascertained  the  provisions  relating  to  Assistant’s 
half  holiday  (i.c.  not  later  than  1.30  p.m.  on  the  week  day  per  week) 
and  mealtimes  were  observed.  The  statutory  forms  were  found  to  be  dis¬ 
played  in  most  cases,  and  where  necessary  were  supplied. 

(b)  Young  Persons. 

There  were  only  10  young  persons  (e.g.  under  18  years)  employed 
in  those  shops  inspected.  The  hours  of  employment  appeared  to  be  observed 
and  the  statutory  forms  were  displayed* 

( c )  Seats  for  female  assistants. 

This  requirement  was  found  to  be  observed  and  where  applicable  Forms 
K  exhibited. 

(d)  Sanitary  and  other  arrangements. 

The  arrangements  for  lighting,  facilities  for  taking  meals  in  shops, 
and  washing  facilities  arc  complied  with  generally*  An  informal  notice 
requiring  the  provision  of  washing  facilities  in  a  shop  constructed  of 
temporary  material  is  still  outstanding,  but  action  has  been  held  in 
abeyance  pending  construction  of  a  shop  with  dwelling  accommodation  in 
place  of  the  existing  structure.  The  building  operations  are  in  pro¬ 
gress  following  the  issue  of  a  llinistry  of  Works  Building  Licence. 

CertsL^icates  of  exemption  are  in  force  as  follows. 

Provision  v/ith  respect  to  VJashing  Facilities . . . 4 

Enforcement  -  General. 

A  few  changes  in  occupation  have  occurred  during  the  year,  and  in 
each  case,  the  new  shopkeepers  have  been  issued  with  a  pamphlet  setting 
out  for  their  information  the  principal  provisions  of  the  Shops  act  1950 
and  the  Shops  Regulations.  A  supply  of  statutory  forms  required  to  be 
displayed  by  shopkeepers  was  obtained  for  issue  to  occupiers  where  re¬ 
quired. 


RAG  FLOCK.  ETC. 

The  Rag  Flock  and  other  Filling  Platerials  Act,  1951  came  into  force 
on  the  1st  November,  1951  and  is  designed  to  secure  the  use  of  clean  filling 
materials  in  upholstered  articles. 

One  Factory  used  for  activities  in  connection  with  upholstering  was 
registered  for  the  use  of  filling  materials  specified  in  the  Act,  but 
ceased  to  be  used  for  this  purpose  during  the  year.
